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1. Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based 
on an application filed in Taiwan on January 22, 2003. It is noted, however, 
that applicant has not filed a certified copy of the Taiwanese application as 
required by 35 U.S.C. 119(b). 

2. Claims 6-10, 16-20 and 21-23 are objected to because of the following 
informalities: 

• On line 5 of claims 6 and 16, it appears that a a" should be deleted. 

• On line 3 of claim 8, it appears that "wall* should be plural. 

• Online 2 of claim 19, it appears that "spaced" should be deleted. 

• Claims 21 (lines 9-10) and 23 (line 11) do not appear to clearly describe 
the present invention since the hook 143 does not extend around the housing. 

• Claim 21 lacks antecedent basis for "the hook section" on lines 19-20. 

• Claim 23 lacks antecedent basis for "the hook section" on line 20. 
Appropriate correction is required. 



3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in 
this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign 
country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date 
of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 
122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for 
patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international 
application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for 
purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the 
international application designated the United States and was published under Article 
2 1(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Michaelis, et al. This connector comprises an insulative housing 18 with 
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terminals 28, and a stiffener 34 which substantially surrounds the housing 
with walls 16, 20, 32, etc. The stiffener comprises a spring finger 38 that is 
located in a locating slot (see fig. 9a) and a latch 40 associated with a guiding 
slot (on each side of member 43) in a side thereof. 



5. Claims 1-4, 11 and 21-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 

anticipated by McHugh, et al. This connector comprises a housing 11; a 

stiffener 12 with spring fingers 125 and a latch 124; a metal clip 14; and a 

lever 13 arranged as claimed. 

The applied reference has a common assignee with the instant 
application. Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it 
constitutes prior art under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
102(e) might be overcome either by a showing under 37 CFR 1.132 that any 
invention disclosed but not claimed in the reference was derived from the 
inventor of this application and is thus not the invention "by another," or by an 
appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 



6. Claims 5 and 12-15 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including 
all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claim 6-10 and 16-20 would also be allowable if rewritten or amended to 
overcome the objections set forth in this Office action.
